ALBANY. N. T...:Nov. 24.— There 


•will be no restoration of a state dry 
enforcement 
act 
-while 
Alfred -E. 


Smith remains the chief executive of 
the state and while the Volstead act 
remains 
unamended. 
according 
to 


those who knovi' the govern'ors views. 
The Republicans hold that the Mul- 
lan-Gase dry enforcement la.-w. with 
the drastic search and seizure "provi- 
sion eliminated and with "double jeo- 
pardy." made impossible, should be 
re-enacted. This law was repealed by 
the legislature in the spring of 1923 
and the repealer "was signed by th<i 
governor. 
Consequently 
the state 


has been without 9 dry enforcement 
act since then. 
The stand 
taken by the governor 
and his legal advisers is that, unless 
the Volstead ac* is amended so thai

Impressions Will Not Injure Baby 
)

Perhaps the moat widespread and 


persistent auperetltion for the expect- 
ent mother Is that mental impressions 
may influence the physician develop- 
ment of her unborn child. 


Her unpleasent experiences are sup- 


posed to result in marking or maim- 
ing the baby. Th's belief has caused 
eo much anxiety that it should be 
frankly discussed. 
-. 


In the first place, It is hard to see 


how many babies -would escape if 
this belief had any real foundation 
for who in the Course of nine months 
has not met with some shocking ex- 
perience' or heard some depressing 
news or been subjected to acute men- 
tal anxiety' of some sort. 


Belief Is Absurd 


The expectant mother Is no excep- 


tion to th-s rule. 
Yet how rarely 


does it happen that her baby shows 
any ill effect which might possibly 
be attributed to her emotional dis- 
turbance. 


Moreover, a few simple anatomical 


facts will aid in showing how ab- 
curd is the belief in maternal im- 
pressions. 
The only communication between 


mother and baby 's by way of the 
placenta and therefore :t would be 
only through th.s organ that such 
impress ons could be conveyed 
Yet 


there are no nerves In the placenta 
to carry impulses 
There is not even 


an interchange of blood. 
The blood of the mother passing 


through the placenta supplies the 
nourishment wh'ch provides for the 
growth of the child. 
To suppose 


that the unhappy state of irrnd of 
the mother could be exerted upon 
the baby through 
the food supply 


which she gives it would require a 
long stretch of imagination. 


Another fact not generally known 


Is that the physical form of the baby 
is fixed 
w.th n 
two months after 


pregnancy has begun. 
So that any 


harmful 
maternal 
Influence 
would 


have to be exerted previous to this 
time. 
Yet it is unusually late in the 
prenatal period that the mother is 
disturbed by such fears 
When one considers the rapid mul- 


t'plication of cells which occur in 
the development of the human em- 
bryo and the marvelous differentia- 
tion into complex organs and tissues, 
the wonder is that irregularities do 
not occur more frequently. 


Occur but Rarely 
In the rare instances where they 


do occur, they are in no way de- 
pendent upon the state of mind of 
the mother. It is true that one now 
and then hears stor.es of a baby's 
being marked where the mother has 
a seemingly 
convincing explanation 


for it. 
Yet, when so many others have 


sim.lar 
experiences 
without 
a n y 


similar result the case v.h4ch now 
and _ then 
occurs can 
fully be 
ex- 


pla^ned on the grounds of coinci- 
dence. 
What has been said 
above 
does 


not mean that the state of mind of 
the mother 
is altogether 
without 


effect upon her baby. It is true that 
she cannot influence the baby'8 de- 
velopment 
d.rectly but 
her 
o w n 
phys'cal well being is dependent at 
least in some degree upon her men- 
tal condition. 


If then she keeps herself in a hap- 


up frame of mind, is careful about 
her diet, uersonal hygiene, exercise 
rest and fre&h air she will be doing 
all that she can possibly do to fur- 
n'sh her baby with a sound bram 
and body.

fifteen, or twenty, years ago, when 
Great Britain had heavywe'ghts who 
were world's champions, the situa- 
tion has completely changed. 
"There is not the slightest reason 


why this country fehould b ein a po- 
sition a.iy longer to monopolize the 
championship of the world (prof<«!- 
6 onal and amateur) at any sport. II 
•v ., can keep round about or near the 
lop it is as much as w e can expect. 
"The trouble i nEngland Is not that 


•we take*our sport too seriously, ar 
some people imagine, taut that we do 
net take it seriously enough. In the 
United Ctates a boxer would have to 
win thirty or forty fights and go 
through years ,of gruelling tram ng 
before'a piomoter would put him for- 
ward in a big fight In this country 
a boxer will only be in training for 
about six months before he is match- 
ed against a well-known man. 


"Another reason why our profes- 


sional box'ng is so low in quality is 
th3 absence of any body in this coun- 
'ry having control of the pport Anj 
Tom, Dick or Harry can promote 
fights and leave big men stranded ow- 
!ng to mismanagement as was shown 
by the recent Wemblev fiasco and 
other examples of a similar nature. 
In Prance and ^America boxing if 


under one head, champions are nam- 
pd. and when challenged have to fight 
at the orders of the controll ng body.
